Cedflsh With Rice and 


Olives. — Freshen 
the. 


salt flsh and cook at 


simmering temperature as usual. Pre- 
ptfre Boma white sauce and boll some 
rice. Add some grated cbeeae to the 
white sauce, beat the flsh thoroughly 
In It and serve very hot within a wall 
of hot boiled rice. Dredge the rice 
ni tli dashes of paprika and garnish 
ttiili sprigs of parsely.

a quart of seasoned mashed potato by- 
adding three tablespoonfuls of bacon 
fat, a teaspoon fill of salt and a half 
cupful of hot in Ilk to the mashed po- 
tato.

onions chopped fine, a little white 
pepper, beat until light then spread In 
a frying pan well greased with two 
tablespoonfuls of bacon fat and cook 
until well browned.
